“soldier” in the SLA. 


“ We can’t tell definitely if Patty is 
in the SLA.” Bates said. “ We know she 
is not a bank robber. But we don’t 


know anything beyond that definitely.’ 


Eight SLA members accompanied by 
Miss Hearst robbed a San Francisco 
bank April 15. 


Bates said it would now be easier to 
find the remaining members of the 
SLA as a result of the shootout in Los 
\ngeles. “Our job is easier when they 
are on the run,” he explained. “We 
feel our intensive investigation in the 
San Francisco area made them go to 


Los Angeles.” 


The FBI agent also said the Hearst 
family “ had no misgivings about the 
Los Angeles incident and did not criti­ 
cize the way it was handled” by police 
and agents.

DUBLIN (UPI) - Vincent Geraghty 
stacked fresh sandwiches on the Wel­ 
come Inn bar in Parnell Street and 
joked with his customers. 
“ Drink up, lads," he said, “you may 
never get another chance.” 
Without warning a blinding yellow 
flash turned the bar into a shambles. 
In Parnell Street outside, the first of 
three car bombs ripped through down­ 
town Dublin, a Belfast-stvle blitz that 
killed 28 persons and injured about 175, 
100 of them seriously. 
It was the deadliest wave of attacks 
in tive years oi the violence across Ire­ 
land, north and south. 
Twenty-three of the victims died in 
Dublin, two oi them babies. I he three 
Dublin bombs were timed to explode 
within seconds during the Friday even­ 
ing rush hour, when streets were sure 
to be packed even more densely than 
Usual by a cit> bus strike. 
Five others died 90 minutes later in 
a fourth car bomb at Monaghan, 75 
miles northwest near the Northern Ire­ 
land frontier. 
Saturday an anonymous caller with a 
northern Irish accent warned of ano­ 
ther Dublin bomb, police said, 
“We have not finished with you yet,” 
they quoted him as sav ing. “ There' will 
be another bomb in Dublin today.” 
Dublin took no chances and impose-d 
tough security measures immediately. 
Parking was banned in the city center. 
Checkpoints covered every road into 
Dublin. Joint army-police posts were 
established at the l ister border.

Rooms limited but gasoline still available 


By ROBERT C. MILLER 
JUNEAU, Alaska (UPI) - 
The president of the Alaska 
Visitors Bureau says there 
will probably be a scarcity of 
rooms lor the nearly quarter 
of a million tourists and com­ 
mercial 
travelers 
expected 
this summer, but no serious 
gas shortages. 
Al Parrish said an AVB stu­ 
dy showed there should be 
“ no significant gasoline short­ 
ages in Alaska during the 
1974 summer season.” 
Parrish 
suggested, 
how­ 
ever, that Alaska-bound trav­ 
elers utilize group and tour 
programs when heading north 
as “group travel is a more ef­ 
ficient and easier method of 
seeing the state and elimi­ 
nates 
any 
possible 
trans­ 
portation or accommodation 
inconveniences. 
“ There have been no prob­ 
lems with fuel on the Alaska 
Highway in either Alaska or 
Canada,” Parrish said. “ The 
Canadians 
have 
announced 
and advertised that there will 
be no gasoline shortages in 
western Canada, nor should 
there be any problems for 
Alaskan travelers on the high­ 
way,” he said. 
Parrish explained that the 
AVB could not go so tar as to 
guarantee that there would 
not be occasional shortages, 


but he said that unless there 
was a major reversal in the 
petroleum situation, he tore- 
saw no difficulties. He esti­ 
mated that visitors from the 
lower 48 states would probab­ 
ly find gas prices in line with 
what they have been paying 
at home. 
The latest AVB survey put 
regular prices at 59 cents in 
Anchorage and about 70 cents 
a gallon along the Alaska 
Highway. 
"Hotel rooms are still avail­ 
able in most parts of the 
state, even during the peak 
season,” Parrish said. “ But 
from midJune through Labor 
Day most oi the firstclass ho­ 
tels in Anchorage and Fair­ 
banks are booked, but some 
rooms 
are 
still 
available 
through package tour oper­ 
ators.” 


The AVB president said me- j 
dium-price hotel 
and 
motel 
bookings 
are running 
well 
ahead of any previous year, 
a n d 
independent 
travelers 
may have trouble finding ac­ 
commodations on a walk-in 
basis this summer in most of 
the larger towns—with the ex­ 
ception of Juneau. 
Group 
travel 
is 
already 
booked well ahead of last 
year,” 
Parrish 
said, 
“ but 
tour operators report there is 
still space available on most 
departure dates.” 
He said the best AVB pro­ 
jections show some 236,000 
out-of-state visitors will tour 
Alaska this season, plus addi­ 
tional thousands of commer­ 
cial travelers attracted

construction ot the pipeline.

We’re trying to 
bring, them closer to Chris­ 
tianity. We’re trying to in­ 
spire goodwill and better un­ 
derstanding,” he said in an 
interview in his downtown 
law office. 
He was referring to his hil­ 
ltop religious museum, the 
weatherbeaten 
17-acre 
Holy 
Land atop a crag of brush 
and ledge overlooking the in­ 
dustrial city ot Waterbury. He 
gets about 46,000 visitors a 
year. 
And he explains Holy Land, 
with its miniature village of 
Bethlehem and its multiplicity 
of biblical exhibits which tell 
Christ’s story, saying: 
"People come here tc see 
the scriptures. As one nian 
said, ‘You open the Bible to 
us,’” Greco said. 
Amusement park aura 
His displays include profes- 
s i o n a 1 sculptures, exhibits 
from tha Vatican Pavilion of 
the 1964 World’s Fair, and 
crudely fashioned pictorials, a 


chapel and information cen­ 
ters. 
Greco, 79, makes no bones 
about the artistic eccentricity 
of the 
pi ace—it 
seems 
to 
exude the aura of an amuse­ 
ment park. He says he uses 
anything he can get to mold 
an exhibit. 
The white and black hands 
in one display stressing broth­ 
erhood. for example, were ob­ 
viously those of castoff store 
dummies. 
The Holy Land is supported 
by Greco’s earnings as a law­ 
yer and donations from visit­ 
ers who are given hour-long 
tours of the exhibits.

White wisps of hair stray­ 
ing, an apple-cheeked face, 
expressive eyes and a crew 
neck sweater under a stained 
suit jacket combine to make 


John Baptist Greco look like 
anything but a lawyer in the 
year 1974. 
In the 1930s he was a Ro­ 
man Catholic lay preacher 
who spoke in the prisons, the 
big cities, the small towns, 
the migrant fields and the 
b r e a d l i n e s of depression 
America. 
The son of a shoemaker, 
Greco was born in Waterbu­ 
ry, and spent part of his ado­ 
lescence in Avellino, 
Italy, 
near 
Naples, 
returning 
to 
America as a youngster of 
13—to work in his father’s 
shop. 
Greco, who to this day at­ 
tends Mass twice daily and 
observes a holy hour, became 
an altar boy in a nearby 
church and served morning 
Mass.

S&Xl It is the product of $200 
million ;n research and devel­ 
opment. 


Besides relaying emergency 
medical help. ATS6 will beam 
educational and health serv­ 
ices to thousands of Ameri­ 
cans in isolated areas of the 
R o c k i e s , Appalachia and 
Alaska and later to 5.000 re­ 
mote villages in India. 


"The satellite will be work­ 
ing for the people,” said Dr. 
Wemher von Braun, a vice 
president 
of 
Fairchild 
In­ 
dustries, which built the 1.5 
ton satellite. 


“ ATS6 is an excellent ex­ 
ample of how space technolo­ 
gy can help us to a better life 
here on earth. 
ATS6 could 
turn out to be the most im­

reaching 
people

sepa­ 
rated by vast geographical, 
economic and cultural bar­ 
riers.” 


The satellite, last of its type 
planned by NASA, is to be 
launched by a triple-barreled 
Air Force Titar 3C

into orbit 22,300 miles high.

match Earth’s rotation and 
the craft will remain over one 
point except when nudged to 
different spots by small rock- 
e t s c o n t r o l l e d from the 
ground. 


Giant beach umbrella 
ATS6 differs from the com­ 
munications satellites of the 
past in that it will unfold in 
orbit a 30-foot copper coated, 
dacron 
mesh 
antenna

looks like a giant beach um­ 
brella. 
This antenna, coupled with 
nine transm itters, will deliver 
to Earth a radio beam 31 
tim es more powerful than the 
biggest of the current com­ 
munications 
satellites,

commercial Intelsat 4 series. 
That 
power, 
capable 
of 
being aimed anywhere within 
the satellite's broad view with 
the aid of a pair of onboard 
computers, gives 
ATS6 the 
capability for the first time to 
“ talk” to simple rooftop or 
school yard receivers no lar­ 
ger than 10 feet in diameter.

among the outlawed Irish Re­ 
publican 
Army 
(IRA), 
the 
British Army and Protestant 
extremists, the possibility of 
peace has become a necessity 
for the beleaguered country. 
Start somewhere 
“We 
must 
start 
somew­ 
here,” said Tom Creegan, a 
fa^ al worker in the Reman 
Catholic Falls area, a work­ 
ing class 
section 
that has 
borne the brunt of the street 
violence. “ And I don’t know a 
better place to begin than 
right here.” 
His views reflected those of 
C o m m e r c e Minister John 
Hume, a Catholic member of 
the new power-sharing execu­ 
tive or coalition which runs 
the country. 
"There is no use trying to 
tackle the problem of violence 
until we first remove the con­ 
ditions that make it possible 
or, indeed, inevitable,” Hume 
said. 
These conditions include a 
centuries-old tradition of bad 
housing, overcrowded working 
class ghettos, unemployment 


reaching a level of 47 per 
cent in some areas and an al­ 
most total lack of social ame­ 
nities for the young. 
CoaH'Uri executive 
“ This is the violence that 
we must tackle—the violence 
o f 
poverty,” 
Hume 
said. 
“ When this is achieved, the 
violence of frustration will 
disappear.” 
No one in Northern Ireland 
expects the road to peace to 
be 
smooth 
or 
quick. 
But 
many believe a start has been 
made with formation of a 
coalition executive in which 
Catholic and Protestant lea­ 
ders cooperated. 
The new executive 
faces 
bitter opposition from manv 
quarters. 
Form er 
Prem ier 
Brian Faulkner, who heads 
the Protestant team in the 
executive, has come 
under 
strong attack from the right 
wing of the 
Unionist 
par­ 
ty—the party which held undi­ 
luted power for more than 
half a century. 
Gerry Fitt, leader of the 
predominantly Catholic Social 
and Democratic Labor Party, 
has met with sim ilar reaction 
from the IRA and other ex­ 
trem ist groups. 
Much will depend on how 
the executive succeeds in hol­ 
ding together its brittle unity. 
At the moment it needs time 
to 
implement 
a 
policy 
of 
building 
houses, 
providing 
employment and 
putting 
a 
wage packet instead of a gun 
into workers’ hands. 
Humiliating defeat 
Before it had a chance to 
do any of these things, it suf­ 
fered a humiliating defeat at 


the polls. In the recent British 
general 
election, 
Protestant 
militants swept all hut one of 
Northern Ireland’s 12 seats in 
the House of Commons. 
In 
the 
near 
future 
the 
executive faces new political 
hazards. 
These include ratification of 
the 
Sunningdale 
agreement 
and the setting up of a Coun­ 
cil of Ireland with executive 
powers. 
Last December at Sunning­ 
dale, England, Protestant and 
Catholic leaders agreed on a 
p o w e r-sharing arrangement 
which included a Council of 
Ireland drawn equally from 
Northern Ireland and the Ir­ 
ish Republic. This proposal 
has proved totally unaccep­ 
table to a vast majority of 
the 
Protestant 
community, 
but Catholic leaders will ac­ 
cept no watering down of the 
proposals. 
Formal ratification of the 
agreement, for which no date 
yet has been set. will prove a 
stiff test for the executive, 
extremist problem 
Even if the executive holds 
together and puts its econom­ 
ic policies to work, the prob­ 
lem of both Catholic and Pro- 
t e s t a n t extrem ist organ­ 
izations still exists. 
Political leaders from both 
communities 
hope 
a 
“ new 
deal” in which relative pros­ 
perity reaches the lower le­ 
vels of both communities will 
sap support from the gunmen. 
“ The thing to strive for is 
to channel their activities into 
the political arena,” one poli­ 
tician said. 
Once the extremists are en­ 


gaged 
in 
political 
activity 
with a real possibility of mak­ 
ing their voices heard, there 
is less chance they will want 
to bomb the institutions of 
state. At least, this is the opi­ 
nion put 
forward 
in 
some 
quarters. 
I r tish armv 
The final imponderable in 
any solution is the role of the 
British army. The IRA has 
made 
army 
withdrawal 
a 
first priority in any talk of a 
truce. At the same time mod­ 
erate opinion in both commu­ 
nities warns that such a with­ 
drawal could spark civil war. 
Last 
month 
the 
Catholic 
Bishop of Londonderry, the 
most Rev. Dr. Edward Daly, 
called for a withdrawal 
to 
barracks by the British troops 
in return for an IRA pledge 
to call off its bombing cam­ 
paign. 
The IRA countered with a 
statement saying such a with­ 
drawal could not be localized, 
but must include the whole of 
Northern Ireland. At the mo­ 
ment it has gone no further, 
but many commentators be­ 
lieve the start to an end of 
violence may come in this 
way —if it ever does.

Charle>

Wilke, 
senior 
staff member in the Energy 
and Environment Division of 
the Lawrence Berkeley Labo­ 
ratory here, says cellulose, 
t h e 
major 
constituent 
of 
green plants and such ot/ier 
products as newsprint, can be 
converted into energy at a 
reasonable cost. 
“ Our studies," Wilke says, 
“ indicate that cellulose is a 
large potential source of fuel, 
food, or chemicals nowr ob­ 
tained from petroleum-based 
raw materials." 
In order to release the ener­ 
gy stored in ceUulose it must 
be broken down to glucose, a 
form of sugar, and then con­ 
vened to ethyl alcohol or to 
microbial protein, a common ; 
ingredient of animal fodder. 
Ethylene, which is used for I 
the manufacture of polyethy­ 
lene plastics, could be pro- j 
duced from ethanol. And an 
added benefit of the process, 
Wilke notes, is that ethanol 
and acetone, another chemic- j 
al that can be made from glu­ 
cose, and like ethanol a petro­ 
leum-based 
material, 
could 
ease the demand on crude oil. 
There is a probability that 
a cellulose-produced 
alcohol 
could be the nation’s future 
motor fuel, Wilke says. 
At present, alcohol is not 
competitive with gasoline al­ 
though it is used in many 
countries as a fuel. But if the 
price of conventional fuels in­ 
crease, Wilke says, or if pol­ 
lution from hydrocarbon fuels 
becomes a dominant concern 
in some areas, the situation 
might change. 
Wilke 
says 
the 
cellulose 
could be extracted from the 
thousands of pounds of agr­ 
icultural and domestic waste 
discarded every day. 
“ Using such readily avail­ 
able solid wastes, we could 
produce 13 billion gallons of 
alcohol 
per 
year," 
Wilke 
predicts, “equivalent in terms 
of energy to 10 per cent of the 
U.S. annual gasoline produc­ 
tion.” 
A 
pound 
of cellulose 
is 
roughly equivalent to about 
one-third of a pound of gaso­ 
line, Wilke says, and a gallon 
of alcohol has energy of com- < 
bustion equal to about two-th- 
.rds of a gallon of gasoline. 
He says cellulose could pro­ 
vide such significant amounts 1 
of energy that it might be i 
profitable 
to

Wilke estimates that cellu­ 
lose could be converted to 
glucose for a cost of one cent 
a pound— a 12-cent-a-pound 
decrease In the current cost. 
He says the glucose could 
then be changed to alcohol for 
a cost of 30 cents a gallon, 
half of what it is now. 
And these cost cuts are the 
reasons Wilke thinks his new 
energy source plan is fea­ 
sible. He says the chiet prob­ 
lem in converting ceUulose to 
energy has been in providing

reduce

costs, 
Wilke and his graduate stu­ 
dent assistants developed a 
faster way to grow cellulose 
and a lower-cost medium for 
cell culture. They also de­ 
vised a method of recovering 
the enzyme after hydrolosis 
for reuse. 
Wilke says his results have 
so iar been based on Laborato­ 
ry experiments so this year 
he plans to continue the study 
using a small pilot plant ca­ 
pable of processing sufficient 
waste 
material 
each 
day. 
That way, he says, the diffi­ 
culties and economies of a 
large-scale operation can be 
determined.

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Bus system to 
link West End 
to S.B. urged 


SAN BERNARDINO - County Su­ 


pervisor Robert Towns-end wants to get 
the wheels turning on a bus transit 
system that would link the four West 


End cities with San Bernardino. 


He proposes the county and cities 
form a joint powers agreement, with 
officials of the participating entities 
forming a transportation committee to 
direct the bus system. Funds to devel­ 
op and operate the system would come 
from state and federal sources. 


Townsend also suggests the San Ber­ 
nardino Associated Governments (SAN- 
BAG) provide the staff to assist and 
advise the commission, which would 
determine the type and level of service 
to be provided. 


The supervisor has contacted offi­ 
cials in Chino, Montclair, Ontario and 
Upland in seeking support of his prop­ 
osal. He said three cities are interested 
in the idea and want to hold a joint 
meeting for further discussion. 


In an effort to get the transit system 
moving, Townsend will ask other coun­ 
ty supervisors Monday that the county 
board provide the leadership in con-- 
tacting the West End cities regarding a 
joint powers agreement. 
“ For the West End, I have proposed 
we utilize the availability and expertise 
of the county’s public works agency to 
implement 
the 
system,” 
he 
noted. 
“ The agency could help in obtaining 
the buses, maintaining equipment, and 
even provide personnel to operate the 
buses.” 
The SANBAG recently had a study 
made 
of 
West 
End 
transportation 
needs. The recommendations included: 
—A fixed transportation route be es­ 
tablished to link the four West End 
cities with San Bernardino. This could 
be extended to include Pomona, Clare­ 
mont and also make connections with 
the Rapid Transit District service. 
—A modified dial-a-bus system be es­ 
tablished within the cities to imple­ 
ment the fixed route service. Residents 


could call a central station and have a 
bus pick them up at their home within 
a one hour time limit. These buses 
would make connections with the fixed 
route system and also to other central 
locations such as shopping centers, me­ 
dical centers and government build­ 
ings. 
“This level of service could be fi­ 
nanced from allocations aleady dis­ 
tributed to various cities and counties 
through state funding,” said Townsend. 
The state money is allocated from pro­ 
visions of Senate Bill 325 and comes 
from sales taxes. 
“ Because residents are already pay­ 
ing for public transportation, we should 
establish a system within the county to 
serve them.” he emphasized. “There 
are many areas within my district 
where a 
transit system 
is 
needed. 
There are those who live on fixed in­ 
comes and have low incomes who can’t 
afford other modes of transportation.” 
Townsend suggests that buses 
be 
leased initially until the program can 


be evaluated, “ in all the studies, the 
one thing 
in common is that con­ 
sultants agre-3 you ccan’t properly eva­ 
luate a transportation system until it is 
implemented.” 


Leased buses would allow for flexi­ 
bility in adjusting to any changes, he 
explained. 


Regarding response from cities on 
his proposal, Townsend said Chino offi­ 
cials agree that “something be done 
and 
West 
End 
city 
representatives 
should further discuss it. 
“ Upland officials believe the West 
End cities should discuss it and deter­ 
mine the appropriate organization. On­ 
tario officials said they are still re­ 
viewing the proposal and will make 
recommendations in writing. And I am 
stiil waiting for Montclair,” he noted. 


Townsend said city involvement is 
important so officials can design the 
transit system that fits their needs and 
also determine where the routes will

The authorities are faced 
with hundreds of runaways and not enough manpower to look 
for them. 


None of the family can afford private investigators. We feel 
helpless.—Mrs. J. P., Upland. 


Many newspapers, radio stations and television stations are 
reluctant to handle pleas like yours. 
Editors believe that runaways already know you are anxious 
for their return and will come back if and when they are 
ready to. 
If you can definitely connect your niece in some way with 
the city where the news medium is located, you stand a 
chance of arranging to publicize your appeal. 
We sent you a list of agencies and types of business offices 
to contact. We also provided you with the address of the news­ 
paper in Gainesville. 


In the past year and two months I have been very unsuc­ 
cessful in receiving my copies of the Reader’s Digest. 
Each time I wrote 1 received only one reply, saying how 
sorry the Reader’s Digest people were and that I would re­ 
ceive my copies. 


1 did for two months and then nothing. Copies I did receive 
came with postage due. 


ine subscription was given to my husband and myself as a 
Christmas gift from an aunt and uncle. 


1 wrote another letter last month. The only thing 1 have 
received from them was mv sweepstakes number, which was 
mailed to my present address. Why not my books? 
I moved twice but listed my changes of address with the 
post office one week before each move. — Mrs. R.S., Pomona. 


We wrote to Reader’s Digest, calling attention to the two 
changes of address.

POMONA — Directors of the Po­ 


mona Chamber of Commerce are op 


posed to a proposal to raise the Los 
Angeles County property tax rate by 83 


cents per $100 asessed valuation. 
County officials preparing the pre­ 
liminary 
1974-75 
fiscal 
year 
budget 
have suggested raising the tax rate 
from the present $3.86 to $4.69. The 
county Board ot Supervisors has looked 
at the $2,764,407,413 budget and promis­ 
ed some cuts. 
The chamber board, in a meeting 
last week made these findings in re­ 
jecting the proposed tax rate increase: 
—With the present high rate of infla­ 
tion and the continual soaring costs of 
business operations (both public and 
private), an increase in the county tax 
rate will only feed the inflationary psy­ 
chology of the people within the coun­ 
ty- 
—Those cities which lie at the pe­ 
riphery of Los Angeles County compete 


with cities in surrounding counties for 
commerce and industry. A prime con­ 
sideration of a company that is looking 
for expansion is the property tax rates 
it would be subjected to. 


At the present time, the tax rate of 
Los Angeles County is substantially 
higher that the rates of Orange County 
($1.68), Riverside County ($2,96), and 
San Bernardino County ($3). 
“ With Los Angeles county's cities al­ 
ready at a disadvantage, any Increase 
in the county property tax rate will 
have a serious and adverse atfect upon 
the city’s ability to attract new com­ 
merce and even keep the commerce it 
presently has,” added the directors. 


Officials said they plan to send let­ 
ters outlining their objections to other 
cham bers of commerce within 
Los 
Angeles County in seeking their sup­ 
port. 


Letters will also be sent to the Los 
Angeles County Board of Supervisors 
and to the Pomona City Council.

Is the cure worse 
than the malady? 


Owners of 1974 automobiles think they have prob­ 
lems, what with having to wrestle with lap and 
shoulder belts before the dam cars will even start. 
Wait until they talk to the owners of the forthcom­ 
ing 1975s. 
Most 1975 model ears must be equipped with ca- 
tah iic converters in their exhaust systems, a $150 
item that changes hydrocarbon and carbon monox­ 
ide emissions 
into harmless carbon 
dioxide 
and 
water — and which requires the use of unleaded 
gasoline in the engine. 
The Environmental 
Protection Agency has de­ 
creed that about a third of the nation's 365,000 service 
stations must be selling unleaded gasoline by July I, 
and the oil companies are scrambling to meet the 
deadline. To insure that owners of the 1975s do not 
use ordinary leaded gas. which would ruin the con­ 
verters. their cars will have smaller fuel tank filler 
pipes to match the narrower nozzles on unleaded 
gas pumps. 
One can already foresee this kind ol scenario: A 
motorist low on gas 50 miles from nowhere, and the 
only station around has no unleaded gas. To heck 
with the catalytic converter and the environment, he 
says, as he has his tank slowly and laboriously fil­ 
led with the forbidden (and cheaper) leaded stuff by 
means of a funnel. 
Ah, the environment. That is the reason for this 
latest in a long of regulations that are turning 
America’s love affair with the automobile into a 
m arriage of inconvenience. 
It has long been known that our automobile pro­ 
duce a tremendous amount of carbon monoxide 
(CO) through incomplete combustion, and that it is 
not healthful for children and other living things. In 
round figures, the automobile population pours some 
270 million tons of CO into the atmosphere annually, 
equal to about 51 per cent of the amount naturally 
present. 
Not only that, but it was discovered that Mother 
Nature herself was producing from a variety of 
sources, such as the decay of vegetation, a world­ 
wide total of at least 3.9 billion tons of CO every 
year. This was a truly alarming situation. 
However, as scientists refined their observations, 
they noticed a curious thing. Although man and na­ 
ture were continually creating so much 
carbon 
monoxide, the absolute level carried by the atmos­ 
phere remained the same — some 530 million tons. 
Clearly something was happening to the excess. 
We now know that chemical processes in the at­ 
mosphere. like a natural catalytic converter, break 
down toxic carbon monoxide molecules into nontoxic 
carbon dixode (C02) molecules very rapidly. 
But we also know that the C02 content of the 
atmosphere has beemrising by some 0.2 per cent a 
year for almost two decades. Again clearly, the rate 
by which carbon dioxide is being created both by 
human and natural sources exceeds the rate by 
which it is absorbed by 
plants and soil and the 
oceans. 
What we don't know yet is whether this growing 
surplus of C02 in the atmosphere will create a 
“ greenhouse effect” which, by blocking the radia­ 
tion of the sun’s rays back into space, will result in 
a worldwide rise in temperatures that in the ulti­ 
mate extreme. <*oukl melt the ice caps and lead to 
flooding of the world's port cities. 
In other words, when we talk about converting 
poisonous carbon monoxide from our cars into “harm­ 
less” carbon dioxide, we had best place quotations 
around the adjective. 
This latest attempt by man to save the environ­ 
ment from himself, or from itself, is also another 
illustration of the human propensity for believing 
that every problem must have a solution. 
The trouble is that not only do our solutions usual­ 
ly create new problems but that we so often leap to 
false conclusions because we misread the problem in 
the first place. 
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Did Bebe set up fund for Nixon? 


WASHINGTON — Senate Watergate 
investigators have pieced together evi­ 
dence. still strictly circumstantial, that 
Bebe Rebozo collected a slush fund for 
President Nixon’s personal use. 
Rebozo 
accepted 
both 
cash 
and 
checks in the President’s behalf. Inves­ 
tigators have established that Rebozo 
deposited all the checks and the small, 
receipted cash donations in a special 
account in his Key 
Biscayne, 
Fla., 
bank. This money eventually was de­ 
livered, all properly recorded, to the 
President’s campaign organization. 
But curiously, 
the big 
cash 
con­ 
tributions were never deposited in the 
special account and no record has been 
found that the money ever reached the 
campaign. 
There is no proof, of course, that any 
of the cash wound up in the Presi­ 
dent’s pocket. But the circumstances 
are so suspicious that they require an 
airing. Here are the available facts: 
—Three years ago, a troubled White 
House source told us Rebozo was col­ 
lecting cash contributions as “walking 
around money” for the President. The 
source said that 
no written records 
were kept but that the President some­ 
times 
would 
acknowledge 
the 
con­ 
tributions by telephoning the donors. 
—We were able to trace only $100,- 
000, which billionaire Howard Hughes 
had skimmed off his Las Vegas gambl­ 
ing operations for Nixon. It was deliv­ 
ered in two $50,000 bundles to the 
President’s estates in San Clemente, 
and Key Biscayne. 
—Our Aug. 6. 1971, column about the 
$100,000 Hughes gift led eventually to 
investigations by the Senate Watergate 
Committee. Internal Revenue Service 
and special prosecutors. Under ques­ 
tioning, Rebozo swore grimly that he 
had kept the money in a safe deposit 
box for three years and had never 
mentioned it to the President. 
—This was disputed by our White 
House source who said the President, 
rss a generous gesture, had invited Re­ 
bozo to keep some of the Hughes’ mo­ 
ney and to distribute the rest to the 
President 
secretary, 
Ros? 
Mary 
Woods, and brothers, Donald and Ed­ 
ward. 
—They categorically denied receiving 
any part of the $100,000. Since we lack­ 
ed the subpoena 
power to get the 
proof, we offered our information to 
the Senate Watergate investigators. We 
suggested witnesses to call and ques­ 
tions to ask. 
—Our White House source told us, 
tor instance, that the President had 


sent Rebozo to his personal attorney. 
Herbert Kalmbach, for legal advice. 
Kalmbach was finally compelled, un­ 
der threat of contempt, to testify about 
hw conversation 
with 
Rebozo. 
Kal- 
mbach acknowledged that Rebozo had 
toid him about distributing the money 
to the President’s secretary and broth­ 
ers. 
—Meanwhile, we were investigating 
another 
sizeable 
cash 
contribution, 
which Rebozo received from J. E. and 
A. D. Davis, the founders of the Winn- 
Dixie supermarket chain. Although we 
were told the amount exceeded <50,000, 
we 
could 
pin 
down 
only 
$10,000. 
Through an intermediary. Rebozo ad­ 
mitted accepting the $10,000 we could 
prove but denitd receiving any addi­ 
tional cash from the Davis brothers. 
—We wrote up the $10,000 cash gift 
on Jan. 23. 1974, but advised Senate 
investigators 
that 
the 
amount 
was 
higher. When they questioned Rebozo 
about our column, he admitted collect­ 
ing an additional $50,000 from A. D. 
Davis. 
Rebozo claimed he delivered 
the money to Fred LaRue, a Nixon 
campaign official, who swore he never 
got it. 
—In contrast to the strange lack of 
any record of the Hughes and Davis 
cash 
contributions, 
we 
had 
little 
trouble tracing campaign checks that 
Rebozo handled. For instance. Jay Kis- 
lak and Alec Courtelis, partners in At­ 
lantic Investors of Miami, ga\e Rebozo 
a check for $10,000 for the Nixon cam­ 
paign.. The contribution was faithfully 
recorded and delivered. Rebozo also 
deposited other checks and small cash 
contributions in a special campaign ac­ 
count. 
—The White House had taken ex­ 
traordinary steps to hide the Nixon- 
Hughes connection. When the White 
House learned that his bumbling broth­ 
er, Donald, was consorting with Hug­ 
hes aides, an alarmed President Nixon 
had his brother tapped and tailed. 
—The White House also discovered 
that Larry O’Brien, when he was the 
Democratic National 
Chairman, 
had 
ties to the Hughes organization. This 
caused panic inside the White House

'ap* on O'Brien's telephone. Some Sen­ 
ate investigators believe one reason for 
the Watergate break-in was to monitor 
O’Brien’s contacts with Hughes. The 
Watergate crew also planned to burgla­ 
rize Las Vegas publisher Hank Greens- 
pun’s sate, which contained some explo­ 
sive Howard Hughes papers. 


—On Oct. 18, 1973, President Nixon 
direcected his new staff chief. Alexan­ 
der Haig, Jr., to complain to Attorney 
General Elliot Richardson about Spe­ 
cial Prosecutor Archibald Cox’s inve-- 
tieation of Rebozo. Two days later, the 
President ordered Cox fired. Some in­ 
vestigators believe it was Cox’s snoop­ 
ing into the Rebozo-Hughes-Nixon af­ 
fair that caused the President to act. 
Now the President has forbidden Haig 
to testify about the incident before the 
senate committee.

SPYING ON JANE: Two years ago, 
we began a series of exposes, based on 
FBI tiles, of the federal government’s 
surveillance of prominent Americans. 
One of those being spied upon, we rev­ 
ealed. was antiwar activist Jane Fonda. 


“The secret FBI file on actress Jane 
Fonda,” w e wrote, "would choke a hip­ 
popotamus.” The sleuths had followed 
her to college campuses and military 
bases 
around 
the world, 
had 
con­ 
fiscated and copied her personal ad­ 
dress book under cover of a customs 
search, had obtained her confidential 
financial records and had faithfully re­ 
corded her conversations on national 
ielevision. The transcripts were then 
stamped "Top Secret.” 
Jane Fonda asked us for her file and 
we gave it to her. She subsequently 
filed suit, naming 22 defendants, in­ 
cluding President Nixon. The govern­ 
ment has now responded with an ad­ 
mission of virtually all our accusa­ 
tions. 
In addition, however, the Justice De­ 
partment disclosed "that at various 
times during the period 1970-1971 some 
c mversalions of the plaintiff were inci­ 
dentally intercepted and overhead dur- 
i :g rational security electronic surveil­ 
lance directed at others . . .” 
I he wiretaps, the government law- 
v ers stated, "were conducted without a 
prior judicial warrant” but were "au­

The most recent Gallup poll on public rating of 
the jobs being done by Congress and President Ni­ 
xon does not reflect the Mitchell-Stans acquittal nor 
the President’s submission of tape transcripts.

Less than one third of .ill voters. 50 percent, ap­ 
prove of the way Congress is handling its job. Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s rating equals his all-time low of 25 per 
cent.

grade Congress, than do Democrats (38 percent). 
What is most significant, however, is the rating 
among independents. 
According to Gallup, the independents went pretty 
much along with the Republicans in regard to Con­ 
gress. An equal 56 percent disapproved, and only 27 
percent approved, compared with the GOP figure of 
23 percent. 
That independent rating of Congress is especially 
meaningful since this is a Congressional election 
year, for independents have been a major factor in 
national elections for some time

Oil company officials warn drivers lines at service stations may return 


Oil company officials are 
warning that if Americans 
keep using gasoline as ex­ 
travagantly as they have in 
recent weeks it will be back 
to the old line-up at the serv­ 
ice station. 
“Anyone on the road today 
can see what is happening,” 
said D.H. Bower, director of 
marketing for Standard Oil 
Company of California. “The 
wonderful 
effort 
of 
people 
generally to cut down on de­ 
mand is going by the boards 
now that the embargo is lif­ 
ted.” 


Bower 
warned 
that, 
al­ 
though there are few service 
station lines now, the over-all 
quantity of gasoline available 
is going to be less than the 
demand for the forseeable fu­ 
ture. 
‘ ‘ I t ’ s a tough one to 
handle,” he said in an inter­ 
view. "How do you convince 
the public that they are going 
to have to keep the ‘con­ 
servation ethic’ without get­ 
ting back to the extreme si­ 
tuation that we had? 


Makes about face 
“ But. believe me. a long 
term tight situation is really 
with us, and unless we con­ 
serve. we will be right back 
with the gasoline lines.” 
Standard 
executives 
con­ 
cede that until the Arab em­ 
bargo they themselves were 
not thinking shortage. 
“We were a little late in 
discovering how much 
de­ 
mand was increasing,” said 
Eneas D. Kane, research di­ 
rector. “ A year ago we found 
that demand was up 6 per 
cert. It had been running 
with a 3 to 4 per cent annual 
increase.” 
The company says its pol­ 
icy has made a ISO-degree 
turn — from promoting con­ 
sumption to promoting con­ 
servation of gasoline. 
It has also undertaken a 
huge refinery building pro­ 
gram to increase output. Offi­ 
cials note that, no matter how 
much oil is available, the 
quantity of gasoline is limited

Society geared 
to two children 


TV cops and robber shows blamed for rise in crime 


By ERMA BOMBECK 


Since 1968, there has been a dramatic decrease in big famil­ 
ies. Today 48 per cem say 2.1 children is the ideal family. 


Where does that leave me? Somewhere between the prop­ 
agation of the faith, the population explosion and 1.1 surplus 
kid at my dinner table. 


And don’t think I haven’t paid dearly for my 1.1 overflow. 


To begin with, he fouled up the family vote. We used to vote 
even, at two-all, which left some room for persuasion. Since he 
arrived, my husband and I haven’t won a decision in 15 years.

— Those cops and robber 


shows each night on television 


aren’t inspiring every young 


boy to become the next chief 
of police. 
In fact, one suburban police 
chief, Don Newell of Beaver­ 
ton, blames the near doubling 
of burglaries in his city on 
television and drug addicts. 
B u r g l a r s are following 
people from the city to the 
suburbs, and police chiefs in 
neighboring 
Portland 
su­ 
burbs, while not quite as voc­ 
al as Newell, admit residen­ 
tial burglaries are skyrocket­ 
ing. 
Newell uses the robbery* of 
the Beaverton branch of the 
First National Bank of Ore­ 
gon as an example of tele­ 
vision’s impact. He said in 
the 
robbery 
four 
persons 
rushed through the door of 
the bank, brandishing wea­ 
pons, and then two jumped 
over the tellers’ windows be­ 
fore escaping in a waiting 
car. 
“ Two weeks prior to the 
robbery, there was a police 
movie showing a bank rob­ 
bery,” 
Newell 
said. 
“ Wit­ 
nesses’ descriptions 
of the 
robbery* were just like watch­ 
ing the movie all over again.” 
“ I am not criticizing tele­ 
vision,” he said. 
“ But so­ 
meone should look at that 
kind of programming. Our in­ 
formation is based on inter­ 
views with the kids we’ve ap­ 
prehended and represents a 
consensus of our officers.” 
Newell said burglaries jum­ 
ped 65 per cent to 213 report­ 
ed cases in 1973, compared to 
1972. He said that represented 
a property loss of 260,679 and 
that most were daylight resi­ 
dential jobs. 
Police chiefs in Tigard and 
Oregon City agreed with Ne­ 
well that their increase in 
burglaries is shocking. 
In Tigard, Chiet Bob Adams 
reports burglaries last year 
were up 76 per cent to 156 
and Oregon City Chief Bob

‘ ‘ T h e would-be burglar 
knows these homes are very 
vulnerabl,”

Adams. 
“ The community is 
really 
feeling the impact of it. The 
hardcore addict is hurting us 
quite a bit because od the fre­ 
quency of his burglaries.” 
Chief Chester uses the ex­ 
ample of the addict who rob­ 
bed ar, Oregon City home of 
$1,200 worth of goods

Chester agrees with Newell 
on the impact of television, 
e s p e c ia 11 y on the young, 
wouldbe burglar. 


“ It does influence the young 
burglar,” he said. “ He sees 
the shows and picks up a few 
ideas.” 
Newell said they recently 
arrested six juveniles for a 
Beaverton burglary. 


“ They got the idea on how 
to 
commit 
the 
thefts by 
watching television,” he said. 
“ There is a pattern.” 


He said as much as he en­ 
joys the current rash of police 


television programs, writers 
are accurately depicting how 
to pull off 
the 
residential 
theft. 


“ It’s like an instructional 
school. They’re giving these 
types 
of 
ideas 
to 
young 
people, or anyone else wan­ 
ting to commit a crime. Then 
they just pick out a neighbor­ 
hood.” 


“ The sophisticaton of the 
burglary 
sometimes 
throws 
our suspicion to the profes­ 
sionals, when in fact, they are 
kids,” New'ell said. “ They are 
in t h e r e clean, wearing 
gloves, this type of thing.” 


What burglars are after, he 


said, are guns, silver, coin 
collections, 
television 
sets, 
stereos, “ anything they can 
pack and fence.” 


“ We’ve had instances where 
a 
whole 
house 
has been 
moved out,” Newell said. 


All three police chiefs said 
they are trying to foil the 
burglar by going into the 
neighborhoods and stressing 
prevention by the homeowner. 


Police are also having more 
contact with blubs and serv­ 
ice organizations, 
stressing 
their identification engraving 
program 
and 
other deter­ 
rents. 
Massive patrols by police 


through the suburbs have pro­ 
ven not to be the answer, he 
said, because “ good law en­ 
forcement doesn’t mean a po­ 
liceman on every block.”

1 or whai is happening in our society 
is i hat women increasingly are holding 
two jobs —the one of homemaker, 
usually a mother, too, and one outside 
the home. 


But what society forgets is that it 
takes a Superwoman to do both with 
competence without becoming a jangle 
of nerves and a basket case from fa­ 
tigue. 


Look at the statistics. The Women’s 
Bureau of the U.S. Department of La­ 
bor says there are 34.5 million women 
in the labor force. Of that number, 58 
per cent are m arried with husband 
present, 23 per cent single, and 19 per 
cent widowed, divorced or separated. 
Thirteen million have children under 
age 18, and 4.8 million with children 
under 6.

Dividends 
adding up 


B y R O G E R S P E A R 


Q— I hold 70 shares of Sun Oil (NYSE) bought at $35 a 
share. The yield is below 3 per cent and I would like more 
income. Should I sell and buy savings bonds? •—A.D. 


A— Although the yield from cash dividends on Sun Oil is 
low, the company has distributed stock dividends of 5 per cent 
and 6 per cent annually for the past decade. In December you 
should have received 4 extra shares, plus cash in lieu of a 
fractional share. Thus, your total return exceeds that which is 
available from U.S. Savings Bonds. Interest rates up to 7y2 per 
cent are being offered by savings banks on 4-vear term depo­ 
sits, which would suit your needs better. 


Q— I should like to invest about $30,000 in short-term, high- 
yield bonds. Would you recommend a few yielding 10 per cent 
with 1975-1976 maturities? Also, I have $50,000 to invest in 
discount bonds maturing in 1980-1984, selling cheap with high 
yields. —E.A. 


A— Three issues which meet your criteria of short-term, 
high-yield instruments are Mapco, Inc. 11s of 1975, Monogram 
Industries 10^s of 1975 and United Utilities 9»/4s of 1975. All 
are rated BBB by Standard & Poor’s and yield 9 per cent to 
10.8 per cent currently. In each case, these securities trade 
somewhat above par on the New York Exchange. Interest and 
fixed charges are amply covered by current earnings. 


Within the second category — discount bonds — the range is 
considerably wider. Allied Products 7s of 1984, trading in the 
mid-70s, are a small unrated issue, with good coverage, which 
yield 9.2 per cent currently and 10.9 per cent to maturity. A 
second, similar issue, Cabot, Cabot & Forbes 8y2s of 1981, 
trades about 8 points below par to yield 9.2 per cent currently. 
Although unrated, earnings coverage on this $23 million note is 
2.7x. J.C. Penney Financial has a 4y2 per cent debenture due 
in 1984 yielding 6.5 per cent on a current basis. Because this 
A-rated issue is sharply discounted, the yield to maturity is a 
rich 9.2 per cent.The final discounted debenture is BBB-rated 
SCM 71/is of 1988, yielding 8.3 per cent currently and 8.8 per 
cent to maturity. 


Q — Since utility stocks like Consolidated Edison (NYSE) 
seem to be having difficulties, would you advise me whether 
the following should be sold: 
Baltimore Gas & Electric 
(NYSE), Columbia Gas & Electric (NYSE), Niagara Mohawk 
Power (NYSE), Potomac Electric (NYSE) and Washingtoo 
Gas Light (MYSE)? - M.B. 


A— The problems which beset Consolidated Edison have 
hurt other utility companies, but in many cases the damage 
has been less severe. Of the five companies you list, two are 
in relatively good shape: Columbia Gas and Potomac Electric. 
Both companies increased their dividend rates in the first 
quarter. Even on the higher rate, the payouts are in the m ana­ 
geable 60 per cent-65 per cent range. 


Potomac generates more than half its power requirements 
with coal, although this can be boosted to 88 per cent, if 
necessary. Construction plans for the curent year call for $280 
¡million in capital expenditures, to be financed 9 per cent 
through preferred stock, 21 per cent common stock, 29 per 
cent bonds with the remainder generated internally. The reac­ 
tion in the price of Columbia Gas shares, which reported 
slightly lower first-quarter earnings, was not as severe as for 
other utilities after the Con. Edison dividend cut, reflecting 
CG’« broader dividend coverage. A synthetic gas plant, which 
will add 5 per cegt to supplies, is due to come on stream soon. 
Baltimore Gas & Elec. meets about two-thirds its electric 
requirem ents by oilfired generators. The bulk of its $260 mil­ 
lion 1974 capital spending needs will have to be raised exter­ 
nally. Furthermore, the regulatory climate is difficult. First- 
quarter earnings, of 29 per cent at 63 c per share, imply a 78 
per cent rate on an annualized basis. 
Niagara reported a 25 per cent drop in first-quarter results, 
despite a 17 per cent increase in revenues. Longer-term kwh. 
growth rate is projected at a modest 5.5 per cent. Wash. Gas, 
which supplies natural gas to Washington, DC., parts of Mar­ 
yland and Virginia, reported substantially lower earnings in 
March on reduced revenues. After rate increases were denied 
In two of these areas, the company withdrew requests for the 
third area. Sell these latter three issues.

Stock prices 
fall sharply 


in slow week

NEW YORK (UPI) - Stock 
prices fell sharply in sluggish 
trading on the New York Stock 
Exchange as investors were 
faced this week with further 
rises 
in the prime lending 
rate and a stream of unfavo­ 
rable economic news. 
The Dow Jones industrial 
average 
plunged 
31.60 
to 
818.84. More than 27 points of 
that loss occurred in the final 
two sessions. 
While 
the 
Dow 
indicated 
weakness in the blue chip sec­ 
tor of the m arket, the real 
trouble was, and has been 
since the beginning of the 
year, in the outskirts of the 
list. 
The 
less-publicized 
is­ 
sues, with little if any institu­ 
tional backing, have suffered 
from neglect for months. 
Illustrating this, Standard & 
Poor’s 
500-stock 
index, 
a 
broad barometer, fell 3.26 to 
a 1974 low of 88.21. The NYSE 
index sank 1.73 to 46.56. 
Virtually the entire list lost 
ground. Declines heavily out­ 
numbered advances, 1,549 to 
248, among the 1,974 issues 
traded. There were 649 new 
lows set, only 21 new highs. 
Further demonstrating that 
the stock m arket is suffering 
not from heavy selling, but 
from lack of investor con­ 
viction, 
volume figures 
re­ 
mained 
light. The 
week’s 
sales totaled 59,369,720 shares, 
compared with 61.986.925 a 
week ago, and with 75,963,520 
the year before. 
While the decline this week 
reflected a mosaic of troubl­ 
ing economic developments, 
the key depressant remained 
climbing interest rates. 
On 
Friday, many m ajor banks 
adopted a record 11 i/2 per 
cent prime lending rate —that 
charged on' loans to top-rated 
business borrowers. 
This came as no surprise 
on 
Wall 
S t r e e t . 
The 
s p e e d 
with 
which 
banks 
moved to that rate, however, 
was a deep disappointment to 
traders, since it showed the 
upward pressure on interest 
rates remains intense. In par­ 
ticular, business loan demand 
continued to climb. 
Inflation, 
naturally, 
has 
been a factor in forcing inter 
est rates to historic heights, 
and Wall Street received bad 
news on that front. The Com­ 
m erce Department Friday re­ 
ported inflation climbed at an 
annual rate of 11.5 per cent in 
the first quarter of the year. 
The government also said 
the Gross National Produce 
declined at a revised 6.3 per 
cent annual rate in- the first 
three months of 1974—the lar­ 
gest drop since the 1958 reces­ 
sion. Wall Street has been 
counting heavily on some sort 
of economic recovery in the 
second half of the y e a r . 
Analysts felt the latest gov­ 
ernm ent figures 
make 
less 
probable that recovery.

“The chaliense 
to thp car industry is to des­ 
ign big cars that will get 20 
miles per gallon, and little 
cars that will get 30 miles or 
more to the gallon.”

— Automatic transmissions 
with fluid torque converters 
that “lock up” in high gear, 
in order to provide high-gear 
fuel economy equal to that of 
manual transmissions. There 
also will be greater avail- 
a b i l i t y of manual trans­ 
missions with four or perhaps 
five speeds, with an overdrive 
top gear. 
—Variable c arburetors that 
adjust to provide the best fuel 
e c o n o m y 
f o r 
specific 
speeds. 


—New forms of the internal 
combustion engine to utilize 
fuel better. The rotary eng­ 
ine. Secrest said, will see only 
limited use “because of its in- 
h e r e n 1 1 y high fuel con­ 
sumption.” 


New energy sources 
These are some of the de­ 
velopments that look good for 
1980. 
But 
shifts 
in 
energy 
sources and other unforeseen 
developments in the next five 
years could cause even more 
severe changes 
in 
the 
in­ 
dustry than have occurred in 
the past few months. 
Not being able to forecast 
the 
immediate 
effects 
an 
energy crisis would have on 
car sales has cost the in­ 
dustry dearly this year and 
put more than 100,000 work­ 
ers—one-seventh of the 
in­ 
dustry’s work force—on in­ 
definite layoff.

A muzzle 
must be applied snugly to be 
effective, y et far enough back 
from the nostrils so ;t does 
no t i n t e r f e r e with nose 
breathing. 
Obviously,

BALIIMORE (UPI) — fo r a while 
it looked as though history wrould re­ 
peat itself and the long striding colt 
named Little Current just wouldn’t 
have room to run. But a daredevil ri­ 
der busted him through a hole on the 
rail and the 99th Preakness Stakes was 
over. 


Two week» ago at Churchill Downs, 
in the 100th running of the Kentucky 
Derby won by Cannonade, the horse 
wasn’t as lucky. When he finally found 
room to stretch out in full stride, it 
was just too late. The am of European 
champion Sea Bird closed like a thun­ 
derbolt but all that mighty effort did 
was carry him from the tail end of a 
field of 23 to fifth place. 


This time things were different. He 
had a new rider, Miguel Rivera, who 
cam e here from Puerto Rico in 1967. 
but became homesick and returned to 
the island. A few year.- ago, urged by 
felow jockey and bosom pal Angel Cor­ 
dero, he returned to the mainland and 
has beer a too notch rider ever s ice. 
Only a few days ago, John W. Gal- 
breath owner of the Darby Dan Farm 
as well as the Pittsburgh Pirates base­ 
ball club, signed him on as contract 
rider. 


There is one thing Rivera knows—the 
-hortest way home in a short race 
around turns is along the rail. That 
was the route he took. It was a sm art 
move and it paid off but only because 
the game little jockey had the nerve to 
stick to his game plan. For a while his 
c a n e looked hopeless with the finish 
line only a little more than an eighth 
of a mile away. 
There just wasn’t any place to go. 
Little Current, just as he did in the 
Kentucky Derby, dropped back to last 
at the start. At Churchill Downs the 
only horse behind him was Flip Sal 
who broke down during the race. This 
Time it was Bucks’ Bid"who broke bad­ 
ly from the starting gate and dumped 
jeekey Don MacBeth.

Popular commodity: 
Foreign buyers continue 
to acquire U.S. property 


NEW YORK — U.S. prop­ 
erty has become such a popu­ 


lar commodity overseas that 


foreign investment in the U.S. 


could conceivably climb to a 


$3 billion annual rate in the 
near future, reports the Dun’s 
Review. 
T h a t figure is roughly 
equivalent to the value of all 
oommerical 
and 
residential 
property in the City of At­ 
lanta. 
While the Arabs and Japa­ 
nese generate the most public 
excitement with 
their 
pur­ 
chases, they have not yet dis­ 
placed such traditional inves­ 
tors as the Swiss, Dutch, Can­ 
adians and English as Ameri­ 
ca’s biggest absentee landow­ 
ners, said the Dun & Bard- 
s\reet business monthly in its 
current issue. 
B r i t i s h interests which 
even own the General Motors 
Building in Manhattan, have 
stepped up their purchases oi 
to-grade real estate in such 
urban centers as New York. 
Bo&on, 
Baltimore, 
Houston 
and Detroit. 
Among the more recent and 
widely publicized of their pur­ 
chases have been tbs Gimbels 
department store 
chain 
in 
New York, Travelodge Inter­ 
national with 460 motels acr­ 
oss the U.S., and Manhattan’s 
elegant Pierre Hotel. 
The royal family ranks high 
among British investors who 
have long had extensive hol­ 


dings in some of the highest 
rent districts in the U.S. 
A growing concern over es­ 
calating foreign 
investment, 
according to the magazine, is 
spurred ir large part by the 
entry of the Arabs in the land 
rush, buttressed with swelling 
reserves of oil dollars that 
are estimated to reach $400 
billion by 1980. 
Among the Arqbs, the Ku­ 
waitis so far seem to be the 
most 
aggressive 
investors. 
The Kuwait Investment Co. 
recently 
purchased 
Kiawah 
Island 
off 
Charleston, 
So. 
Carolina, and plans to spend 
more than $100 million to de­ 
velop it as a residential resort 
over the next 15 years. 
The 
Kuwaitis 
have 
also 
bought a cattle feedlot 
in 
Idaho, 
land 
in 
California’s 
San Remo Valley and have 
put up some of the capital for 
a $250 million real estate pro­ 
ject in Louisville, Ky. 
Other Arab projects seem 
less definite at the moment, 
but a group of Arab banks is 
setting up First Arabian Bank 
and First Arabian Corp. as 
vehicles for buying interests 
in U.S. banks. 
While some foreign invest­ 
ments attract a great deal of 
attention, there are thousands 
of other transactions, most of 
them made quietly by Ameri­ 
can representatives acting on 
behalf of foreign customers, 
that have been noted only in 
the ledgers of county land of­ 


fices 
scattered 
across 
the 
country. 
However, Sen. Adlai Steven­ 
son, CD-Ill.), whose Subcom­ 
mittee on 
International 
Fi­ 
nance has been conducting 
hearings on the possible im­ 
pact of foreign investment, 
estimates that outside 
hol­ 
dings in the U.S. now amount 
to close to $15 billion and 
could grow to more than $35 
billion in the next 10 years. 
Other estimates, says Dun’s, 
suggest that the Stevenson 
projection could be far too 
conservative. 
The long-range implications 
are difficult to discern, but 
foreign competition for U.S. 
land, 
particularly 
by 
the 
Japanese ard 
British, who 
are 
accustomed 
to 
paying 
soaring prices, seems certain 
to drive up the price of real 
estate. And there may be no 
viable alternative. 
If the U.S. did decide to re­ 
strict foreign investment in 
U.S. 
real estate, it is al­ 
most inevitable that the rest 
of the world would quickly 
retaliate and that U.S. busi­ 
nesses, as the world’s biggest 
overseas investors, would suf­ 
fer most. And Dun’s quotes 
an 
Administration 
aide 
as 
saying that a heavy Arab in­ 


vestment in 
the 
U.S., 
far 


from being dangerous or dis­ 


ruptive. would have a stabiliz­ 
ing influence on world eco­ 


nomics and politics.

Wally’s Workshop: 
Fix-it job began a new career 


By DOROTHEA BROOKS 


NEW YORK (U PI) - Wal- 


ly and Natalie Bruner, mar­ 
ried less than a month, sank 
every cent they had into the 
downpayment on a Washing- 
tonville, N.Y. Victorian man­ 
sion, 18 rooms sans plumbing 
or heat but with 125-year-old 
black varnish on the floors, a 
n i n e y e a r accumulation of 
grime and what Natalie cal­ 
led "wonderful possibilities.” 
In what Bruner describes 
as a “ two-and-one-half year 
ordeal,” 
they 
restored 
the 
house to its original splendor 
—and added the modern ame­ 
nities. 
Wally insists he would ne 
ver do it again —“ Never!” 
Still, it was an experience 
that qualified Bruner, a radio 
broadcaster by profession, as 
an authentic do-it-yourselfer 
and led to a career for the 
couple as producers and hosts 
of 
“ Wally’51 
Workshop,” 
a 
weekly television series which 


demonstrates 
home 
repair 
and 
construction 
projects. 
Wally is author of a book by 
the same name 
(Simon & 
Schuster $7.95), and is a do-it- 
yourself consultant to U.S. 
Plywood. 
Anything possible. 
Bruner’s advice to less ex­ 
perienced do-it-yourselfers is 
d o w n-to-earth. He believes 
anyone can do just about any­ 
thing —if he wants to and if 
he has the time, and the pa­ 
tience. This doesn’t mean he 
thinks everyone should tackle 
everything. It’s necessity, not 
choice, he says, that makes 
ost do-it-vourselfers. He says 
etch individual must deter­ 
mine for himself what he can 
and 
c a n ' t , 
should 
and 
shouldn't do. 
For instance, speaking of 
his own indoctrination, Bru- 
ner says while he and Natalie 
“ made money on the restora­ 
tion and enjoyed doing most 
of it.” (the\ ^old the mansion 


and now live 
in a 
house 
they’ve remodeled in Indiana­ 
polis). His job as a television 
show host required him to be 
on the scene only one day a 
week. Tackling a job the size 
they did without the time 
couid be disastrous. 
For the neophyte, Bruner 
says, the biggest stumbling 
block is fear of the unknown. 
“ You’ve got to take the first 
step, to learn. There’s no mis­ 
take that can’t be fixed.” 
Bruner says 
he 
has clone 
some jobs as many as four 
times. 
It is wise, of course, to 
start with the smaller pro­ 
jects and work up. Bruner 
sees plumbing, especially the 
simple repairs, as do-it-your­ 
self work —“ the worst that 
can happen is a flood.” When 
it comes to electrical work, 
however, he strongly recom­ 
mends a professional, except 
for the simplest repairs, likt 
rewiring a lamp or changing 


» plug’ or work like drilling 
holes and pulling wire under 
professional supervision. 
Whatever you tackle, Bru­ 
ner 
stresses, 
“ doing 
your 
homework” is important. 
Read up. There are many 
books written just for the do- 
it-yourselfer. Then, if at all 
possible, try to see it done. 
“ If you’re going to install 
drywall, watch a professional 
at work.” Ask questions of 
the professionals. Ask friends 
who’ve done the job what 
they learned frcrm the expe­ 
rience. Ask the people where 
you buy your materials. 


Tips 
Bruner offers a few tips 
from his own experience: 
—You can do it, 
but it 
won't beu simple. 
—Try to reach agreement 
with your spouse before you 
start. Women, he notes, are 
pretty good do-it-yourselfers 
¡hem.selves, and even better 
supervisors. Most of them, he 


says, tend to he a bit more 
particular in performing a 
task than a man. “ It usually 
takes them forever to get it 
done, but when it is com­ 
pleted, it’s a lot closer to per­ 
fection than when the average 
man tackles the same job " 
—There are no 39-nainute 
jobs. It takes that long b find 
the screwdriver. 
—Get more than oner price 
on hired labcr. 
—Don’t count on delivery — 
add two weeks. 
— M e a s u r e twic^. cut 
once. 
—Use your ingenuity.* 
—Finish one room ^before 
you start another. 
Bruner says it isn’t';likely 
you’ll save much mone^ with 
do-it-yourself, certainly rot if 
you count the value of* your 
time. But you probably will 
be able to afford a better job 
for the same money, [Hitting 
what you have to speni into 
materials.

“ B ankers are willing to join 
with all groups who service 
housing to find a m ore reaso­ 
nable 
definition 
of 
what 
is 
m eant by the nation’s housing 
needs,” he said. 


“ In the light of current so­ 
cial and econom ic conditions, 
housing needs have changed 
significantly 
since 
1067. 
At 
that 
tim e, 
a 
president-ap­ 
pointed com m ittee report rev­ 
ealed that 26 million housing 
units 
would 
he 
needed 
by 
1978. 
“ And this goal of 26 million 
new units by 1978 becam e one 
of the m ost quoted figu res in 
national housing and financial 
publications,” he noted. 
A report 
prepared b\ 
the 
H arvard and M IT .loint $ en­ 
ter for 
Urban 
Studies 
esti­ 
m ates that 23.3 million new 
units will be built during the 


1970-80 period. 1 his p not sig­ 
nificantly different from 
the 
1967 K aiser Com m ittee report, 
.¡.d viexander. 


What is significantly ciliier- 
ent in the joint study report is 
that an estim ated 13.1 million 
households a r e considered to 
he 
“ housing-poor.” That 
is. 
living in condition* that are 
physically inadequate or too 
expensive or too sm all for the 
num ber of people, he explain­ 
ed.

H arvard-M IT Study, it seem s 
c le ar we have not m ade sig­ 
nifican' progress in m eeting

costs of housing today have 
pet the prospect of owning a 
house beyond the reach of a 
good m any A m ericans, he ob­ 
served.

to 
m eet their shelter needs. 
“ We 
need 
to 
reexam ine

of this decade. It is possible 
that we are still talking about 
housing to m eet y esterd ay ’s 
n eeds.” 
“ W'e’ve seen an unbelievab­ 
ly diverse list, of bills prop­

Ail of this 
adds up to little m ore than a 
bandaid approach to the prob­ 
lem .”

of specialized 
financial institutions,

Wilson's mother admired dancer-actor Bill Robinson and wanted 
her son to grow up to be like him. But the family lived in a Harlem 
flat where the floors were covered with linoleum tile and tap dancing 
destroyed the linoleum. So little D em ond was put in the bathroom , 
where the floor was covered with a harder, mosaic-type tile, and 
told to dance. "I didn’t really m ind,” said Wilson 
'Looking back 
I know my mother was what we call a stage mother, but the onl> 
times I objected to her was when she made me go on interviews 
when I wanted to play. 1 thought 1 was rather lucky. At 4Vj., my 
mother took me to try out for a part in the Broadway play 
Green 
Pastures” starring William M arshall. 1 got the_ part 
playing a 
cherub in heaven. And 1 really believed Marshall was God. You 
couldn't tell me he wasn't God. How many kids get to be in a play 


Betides his mother, D em ond’s family consisted of an older sister. 
I eaunes who was once a pianist and organist, but she fell in love 
got married and has a son who is three years older than Demond 
The sister is now a supervisor for M a Be I m New York. The nep 
ew. of whom D em ond is quite proud, is a Wall Street stockbroker.

Sinuses: Why on Earth 
Do We Have Them? 
Did Nature goof when she 
made sinuses? Many sinus 
sufferers have thought so. 
Actually, there are about 25 
sinuses, or air cavities, in the 
body. The ones that bother us 
are those called the 
paranasal sinuses that are 
located in the forehead and 
on each side of the nose. 
We do know that they do two 


things: give resonance to the 
voice and help to make the 
skull lighter. It is also 
believed that they act as a 
reservoir to make air moist 
and warm. Sinus trouble—or 
sinusitis—is caused by an 
inflammation of the lining of 
the sinus, usually through 
germs but sometimes through 
allergy. How can you fight it? 
First, shrink the tissues, 
either through the use of 
tablets or a vasoconstrictor 


nose spray. (One word of 
caution: Overuse of these 
products—particularly the 
nose sprays—can cause a 
“rebound” effect.) Second, 
do try to breathe through the 
nose. This helps ventilate the 
sinus passages. Finally, drink 
fluid and take aspirin to 
reduce the headache. In 
some severe cases, it may be 
necessary to have your 
sinuses drained by a doctor.

The Unknown 
I 


ast February, a group o( the great­ 
est athletes in the world gath- 
j ered in Rotonda, Fla., to com­ 
pete in the "Superstars” competition. 
O. J. Simpson was there. So were Bob 
Seagren, John Havlicek and Pete 
Rose. Each was required to compete 
in seven of ten events—not including 
their own specialties. A lot was at 
stake. Not only would the winner get 
more than $50,000-but there were all 
the intangibles of pride and ego. 
When the dust finally settled, one 
man stood alone in first place. It was 
not O. J. Simpson. It was not Seagren, 
Havlicek or Rose. It was a relatively 
unknown young man with a very well- 
known name: Kyle Rote, Jr. 
The name Kyle Rote, of course, is 
synonymous with football. Kyle Rote, 
Sr., was an All-America halfback at 
SM U and fashioned an excellent 11- 
year N F L career with the New' York 
Giants before retiring to enter the 
field of sports broadcasting. 
It seemed a sensible route for his 
son to follow-except it wasn’t the one 
Kyle Jr. wanted to pursue. First, after 
graduating from high school in Dallas, 
he accepted a football scholarship to 
Oklahoma State University. “ I know 
people at SM U were disappointed,” 
Kyle says, “ and quite a few other peo­ 
ple were upset by my leaving Texas 
and the Southwest Conference.” 
But young Rote’s biggest decision 
was yet to come. After a year, he 
questioned the relevance of big-time 
collegiate football. “ I was the type of 
student who had to avoid distractions 
in order to get good grades. The atmo­ 
sphere for football players at Oklaho­ 
ma State wasn’t conducive to class- 
work. I had to find a small school 
where 1 could get along and do what 
1 wanted.” 
Kyle found his answer at the 
tiny University of the South in Sewa- 
nee, Tenn. Once a major football 
power in its own right, Sewanee now 
nestles quietly atop the plateau of the 
Cumberland River, far from the glam­ 
our and crowds of big-time athletics. 
There were no athletic scholarships 
for Sewanee students. But Kyle Jr. 
would have had to search high and far 
to find any college with a scholarship 
in the sport he decided to embrace. 
The sport was soccer, and by the 
time he enrolled at Sewanee in 1969, 
Kyle had played it only two years, 
and then only on a rudimentary level. 
Soccer has long been a stepchild of 
American sports, appreciated mostly 
by immigrants from nations where it 
is the sport. Kyle barely knew of its 
existence until he and several high 
school football teammates tried it as 
a summer conditioner. Then one 
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Superstar With the Famous Name 


afternoon, 
t h e y learned what the game really 


was all about. 
Ron Griffith, an Englishman from Black­ 
pool who was a sports correspondent for a 
Scottish newspaper, came upon Kyle and his 
friends kicking a soccer ball around one hot 
summer afternoon. Griffith offered to teach 
them the finer points of the game. 
"At first we were offended by this guy 
butting in,” recalls Kyle. “But we soon real­ 
ized he could help us a lot. Pretty soon we 
formed a team called the Black Bandits and 
we scrimmaged other local teams.” 
Though he continued to play football, Kyle 
finally succumbed to the lure of soccer when 
he entered Sewanee. 
Armed with a degree in psychology and a 


new wife, Mary Lynne, of Rossville, G av Kyle 
returned to Dallas in June, 1972, uncertain 
of his future. The Dallas Tornadoes of the 
North American Soccer League offered him 
a playing contract that, by their own admis­ 
sion, was more of a public relations ploy than 
a serious attempt to recruit a new player. 
"1 had a lot of local appeal,” Kyle con­ 
cedes, “and I had played soccer, so it was a 
logical move on their part. Except they didn’t 
really feel 1 would ever be an important 
player. The job they offered me was a com­ 
bination player-public relations director.” 
Joining the Tornadoes with the 1972 sea­ 
son more than half completed, Kyle only 
played in practice, but his potential for the 
game began to emerge. 
“My size [six feet and 185 pounds! is 
bigger than average for soccer,” he points 
out, "and I learned how to use it to good 
advantage.” Rote also discovered he had a 
natural aptitude for “heading” the ball. Since 
the use of arms and hands is prohibited in 
soccer, except by goaltenders, players must 
pass the ball either by kicking it or hitting it 
off their heads. 
‘‘It's mostly a matter of timing, 
Kyle 
explains. “You have to time the movement 
of your head with the flight of the ball. 
When the 1973 NASL season began the 
following April, Kyle was a regular member 
of Dallas’ playing roster. He quickly proved 
that Tornado Coach Ron Newman was cor­ 
rect in his judgment of the young Sewanee 
graduate by scoring a goal in the first game of 
the year. By the end of the season Rote was 
the league’s scoring champion (ten goals, 
ten assists) and rookie of the year. 
Playing center forward, a position analo­ 
gous to center in basketball and hockey, Kyle 
helped the team go all the way to the cham­ 
pionship final of the NASL, before bowing to 
the Philadelphia Atoms. 
1 hat Kyle is a "different breed of cat" is 
illustrated by the fact that he is using part of 
his "Superstars” prize money for his tuition at 
the Perkins School of Theology. Kyle plans 
to be ordained in two years. 
He isn’t certain if he will go into active 
preaching. He intends to remain in soccer for 
several more years. His rise to stardom in the 
sport comes at a time when soccer may be

\I 7 h e n I say 1 "starved” myself, the menu for 
* * my day went like this. No breakfast. But as 
soon as I got to work, I’d have diet soda and 
a piece of coffee cake.

OPTACON 
Can it replace Braille? 


A new device will help the blind read 
without using Braille. It Iras been in­ 
vented by three Stanford University 
professors—one of whom has a blind 
daughter. “I presume,” says Dr. J. G. 
Linvill, “her unfortunate circumstance 
gave me the drive to find something for 
the blind.” Called the Optacon, the 
electrical device converts an optical 
image to a tactile image on a vibrating 
rectangular field. The blind person 
takes the scanning machine (pictured) 
and moves it over the printed page 


from letter to letter. As the right hand 
scans the page, the left hand picks up 
a tactile image of the letter from a 
small vibrating device about the size 
of a portable tape recorder. The Opta­ 
con may be used with a small amount 
of training and is far less complicated 
than learning Braille, according to its 
creators. The machine now costs about 
$5,000 but will be cheaper when it is 
mass-produced! (For more information 
write to the Electronics Laboratories at 
Stanford University, Stanford, Calif. 
94305.)
